“ No doubt this la dy merited the 
honor a nd even grea ter distinction, 
but Mr. Hughes is mista ken— tha t 
is, if we a re to credit the pub­ 
lished histories of its orga niza tion, 
no one of which 
(a s 
fa r a s I 
know) mentions this la dy in con­ 
nection with its na me, a nd a ll of 
them, without exception, if they 
mention the history of the na me a t 
a ll, susta in my view of it. 
“ Moreover, if it ha d been the 
intention of the legisla ture of 1S32- 
33 to pa y a tribute to the memory 
of Miss Pettis Cra vens, it is more 
tha n proba ble it would ha ve ca lled 
the county ‘Cra vens’ a nd not by 
her Christia n na me, ‘Pettis,’ for 
there is but a single depa rture from 
this rule in the entire list of 114 
counties in the sta te. 
And this is 
found in the ca se of Andrew coun­ 
ty, thus ca lled in honor of Andrew 
J a ckson Da vis, who wa s publisher 
of the St. Louis Times a nd in 18 40 
wa s killed in tha t city by W m. P. 
Da rnes, 
of Scott county. 
The 
county^ would 
ha ve been ca lled 
‘D a vis’ but for the fa ct tha t in 
18 36, five yea rs previous to its or­ 
ga niza tion, ‘Da viess’ county wa s 
ma de. 
“ Pettis county wa s brga nized 
J a nua ry 26, 1S33. 
Spencer Pettis 
wa s a na tive of Culpepper county, 
V irgin ia ; wa s educa ted a la wyer 
a nd loca ted in St. Louis in 18 24. 
In 18 26 he wa s a ppointed secreta ry 
of sta te by Governor J ohn Miller; 
wa s elected to congress in 18 28 a s 
a democra t, 
defea ting 
Edwa rd 
Ba tes, 
whig, 
a nd 
re-elected in 
18 30. 
But he served only pa rt of 
the la st term, for on August 27, 
18 31, he a nd Ma jor Thoma s Bid­ 
dle, 
United 
Sta tes 
pa yma ster, 
fought a duel a t a dista nce of only 
five feet, their pistols overla pping, 
a nd both 
were 
killed. 
About 
eighteen months a fterwa rds Pettis 
county wa s orga nized a nd ca lled in 
• memory of Pettis, who wa s a very 
popula r citizen a nd his tra gic dea th 
universa lly regretted.”

look at their ])rofessor of physics tic 
a piece of string around a stick wdiich 
he was going to use in an ex])eriment, 
b ut immediately grow' restless wdiile 
the experiment was b eing explained. 
A lady told me that one day, during a 
lesson, she was delighted at liav ing 
captured so completely the attention 
of one of her young (*harges.

The New Minera l Applied a s a Substi­ 
tute for Copper. 
The production of copper in the 
United Stales during the past year 
amounted to 
nearly 
550,000,000 
pounds, v alued at $()I,000,000. This 
w’as in excess of tlie output for any 
prev ious year and made tlie v alue 
greater than that of any other metal 
product except iron. 
With 
Bi\ch 
great mines as those in the 
upper 
peninsula of NIichigan, from w’hieh 
the pure lake copper is taken in its 
nativ e state, those in the Anaconda 
district of ilontana and those in Ari­ 
zona, it is hard to b eliev e that there 
could b e anv scarcitv . 
Y^et this enormous ])r(Hluction is 
inadequate to the demand oiH*asioncd 
b y an increase in all linos of electric 
industry during the past year, so that 
copper quotations hav e steadily in­ 
creased. 
The European demaiul has 
for some time past b een extraordi­ 
nary, and with an expanding 
eon- 
suni|)tion in the Lnited States this 
condition has b een b rought 
ab out. 
The stock, jiartieularly in Europe, 
has b een slowly decreasing, and the 
price has risen 30 per cent, in the 
last three months. Bocently copper 
W’as sold as high as $3Go a ton in 
I'lngland and Scotland, and in Xew' 
York eop|)er is quoted at IT cents 
})cr pound; compared w’ith 11 cents a 
year ago, this is an increase of ov er 
50 ])cr cent. 
Apparently this ad­ 
v ance is only partly due t«* specula­ 
tion and largely to a v e ry groat con­ 
sumption at home and ab road, much 
in excess of the production. 
It is a serious prob lem to users of 
copper to know’ if there is ajiy means 
of relief from such a rising market. 
The street railway companies 
are 
among the largest purchasers, 
for 
copper is employed in nearly ev (‘ry 
part of their equipments. 
The rise 
of 50 per cent, has enormously in­ 
creased the co.st of trolley wire, feed­ 
ers. b onds, and aiToets motors, gen­ 
erators. and fittings in the power sta­ 
tion and on the cars. 
There is hut 
one metal which can he eeonomieal- 
ly suhstiiuted for coj)per for con­ 
ducting electric currents, and that 
is aluminum. With the }>resont ]>riee 
of copper, aluminum seems to hav e 
a decide<] adv antage as far as eo-t 
is com'crned, exce]U, perhaps, where 
the w’irc has to b e cov ered with in­ 
sulation. 
Cop})€ r is three 
and 
one-third 
times as heav y as aluminum, v olume 
for v olume, and its electrical con­ 
ductiv ity is 01.5 per cent, that of 
copper; so that if copper costs IT 
cents per ]H>und, it will ke e]ioa])er 
to use aluminum if the cost of that 
metal does not exceed 
cents ])cr 
pound. 
At the present time alumi­ 
num wire suitab le for electrical con­ 
ductors is sold in large (]uantiti(‘." at 
29 cents ]>er pound.— Street Bailway

Waupun. 
T h e line is to be 
about 
seventy 
miles in length. 
A branch is to be 
built from Fond du Lac to Beaver 
D am by w a y of Oakfield, Knowles, 
M ayville, 
Horicon and 
Juneau. 
This is to be thirty-nine miles in 
length. 
The cost of construction 
of the main line is estimated 
at 
$190,000 and that of the branch at 
$60,000. 
“ The promoter says that he can 
interest plenty of capital to build 
the road, inasmuch as it is sure to 
pay big dividends, because it will 
cross a very wealthy section of the 
state not now enjoying adequate 
steam car facilities. 
If the road is 
built, and it is certain to be sooner 
or later, an interurban line will 
extend from 
Madison 
to 
Green 
B a y .”

Until 
three months ago no one engaged in 
its production haxl seen a printing 
press or ty pe letters, and the press we 
have is one of the smallest obtainable, 
with which we can only ])rint a page 
at a time. Xo pecuniary lienefit is de­ 
rived by any })erson connected witli 
the publication of the paper, the work 
being done in order to })romote good 
feeling among the residents of Jbicla, 
and to assist in filming to account 
some of our spare liours. 
The total 
population of Eucla is 40; this in­ 
cludes four females and seven cliil- 
dren, and we hope we can lay claim to 
the ])osition of being the smallest com­ 
munity in Australia which prints and 
publishes a paper entirely for pleas­ 
ure. We are all Australian natives 
under 25y ears of age, and the produc­ 
tion of this paper is a little evidence 
against the cry we often hear that 
voung Australia is rapidly deteriorat­ 
ing.”— Key stone.

Plainly, its pro duc­ 
tio n has been carried o n near Niagara 
Falls, in o rder to utilize the water 
po wer o f the cataract mo st eeo no mic- 
all}7 but no w ano ther interesting de- 
v elo })inent has appeared. The inev it­ 
able wo o d dust o f lumber cutting has 
fo r many years been a plague o f the 
sawmill. Dumping it into the stream 
has been the easiest and the natural 
dispo sitio n, but running water be­ 
lo ngs to tbepiiblic, and gradually this 
co urse has been pro hibited.

steam po wer is used tlie refuse lias 
been burned fo r fuel, but this do es no t 
meet ev ery case.

is supplid the carbo n necessary fo r 
calcic carbide, instead o f getting it 
fro m co al o r co ke. 
It is no t so v ery 
manyyears since the co al tar residuum 
was kno wn o nly as waste which bacf 
to be go tten rid o f by co st and tro uble, 
but the disco v ery was made that in 
this waste were v aluable dyes and pho ­ 
to graphic chemicals. 
There were three o r fo ur makes o f 
gas lamps fo r bicycles o n the market 
in 1898; there are no w jiro bably ten 
times that number, and their pro po r­ 
tio n in lamps in use is largely in­ 
creased already. 
The market price 
o f carbide has declined, and the les­ 
sened co st o f pro ductio n will lo wer 
that still further. While no t v et san- 
guiñ e that acetylene will beco me im­ 
po rtant as a so urce o f po wer, the mo ­ 
to r is still the mo st serio us part o f the 
auto mo bile, and there are po ssibili­ 
ties in this gas. 
So the wo rld must 
add it to the list o f serv ito rs and learn 
ho w to keep it within bo unds.— X. Y.
